(General Information) 


Section 1. This organization 
shall be known as the Associa- 
ted Students of Sacramento 
State College (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the ASSSC) 


Section 2. The official colors 
shal] be green and gold 

Section 3. The official emblem 
shall be the hornet. 


ARTICLE i 
(Membership) 


Section 1. All officially en 
rolled students of the Sacra 
mento State College who have 
paid the membership fee shall 
be active members of the Asso- 
ciation provided that they have 
not forfeited that membership 
by infraction of any reasonable 
regulation 

Section 2. All active members 
of the ASSSC shall be entitled 
to the following privileges 

a. To vote at elections accord- 

ing to law 

b. To hold ASSSC 

cording to law

c.To represent Sacramento 
State College in intercol- 
legiate activities if other 


wise eligible 
d. To pay student rates at all 
activities and for publica 
tions sponsored by the 
ASSSC 
e. To hold office in recognized 
student organizations if 
otherwise eligible 
Section 3. Any limited student 
(six units or less) or faculty 
member or other employee of 
Sacramento State College or 
ASSSC and their spouses may 
become an associate member of 
the ASSSC upon payment of the 
membership fee, as defined in 
the statutes 
Section 4. All associate mem- 
bers of the ASSSC shall be en- 
titled to the following privileges 
a. To pay student rates at all 
activities and for publica- 
tions sponsored by the 
ASSSC. 
ARTICLE lll 
(Executive Authority) 
Section 1. The executive au- 
thority of the ASSSC, as defined 
in the Articles of Incorporation 
and hereinafter shall be vested 


in the officers of the association, 
under the direction of the 
ASSSC President. 


Section 2. The executive offi 
cers of this association shall 
consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, and a Treasurer 
These officers shall administer 
the affairs of the ASSSC. 

a. In addition to other duties 
assigned by the President, 
with the advice of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, the Vice- 
President shal! act as Chair- 
man of the Board of Direct 
ors 

b. In addition to other duties 
assigned by the President, 
with the advice of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, the Treas- 
urer shall be the chief 
student financial officer of 
the ASSSC. He shall, under 
the direction of the Presi- 
dent, and with the advice of 
the Student Association 
Manager, prepare the an 
nual ASSSC budget 

Section 3. The President shall 
be the executive officer of the 
ASSSC. He shall convene an 
Executive Council at least once 
each month of the academic 
year subject to College policy. 

a. The Executive Council shall 
consist of the executive of- 
ficers of the ASSSC, chair- 
men or representatives 
of the several executive 
boards, the Dean of Stu- 
dents or his representative, 
the Student Association 
Manager (non-voting), and 
such other persons as the 


President shall designate 
b. The Executive Council shall 
have the responsibility and 
authority to advise the 
President in his following 
duties 
(1) To effectuate and enforce 
all statutes of the Board 
of Directors, as defined in 
Article IV, Section 5 
To recommend legislation

Section 4. Executive boards 
may be established by the Board 
of Directors only upon the rec 
ommendation of the President, 
who shall act with the advice of 
the Executive Council. Each 
executive board shall represent 
a major subdivision of the activ- 
ities of the ASSSC 
a Executive boards shall be 
responsible to the President 
b. Where the chairman of an 
executive board is a non 
student, a student represen- 
tative of that board shal! be 
appointed to the Executive

ARTICLE IV 
(Legislative Authority) 
Section 1. The legislative 
authority of the ASSSC, as de- 
fined in the Articles of Incor- 
poration of this association, 
and hereinafter shall be vested 
in a Board of Directors (here- 
inafter referred to as the BOD.) 


BOD 


Section 2. The BOD shall be 
organized and shall meet as fol- 
lows: 

a. The BOD shall be composed 
of 12 voting members, one 
of whom shal! be an Admin- 
istrative Representative and 
one of whom shall be a 
Faculty Representative. The 
10 student members shall 
consist of the following 
One representative from 
each of the College divi 
sion areas, an Undeclared 
Majors Representative, @ 
Men's Representative, and 
a Women's Representative 
The Vice-President of the 
ASSSC shall be chairman of 
the BOD. The Student Asso 
ciation Manager, Alumni 
Manager, Associate Dean of 
students (Activities), and 
such other persons as the 
BOD shall designate, shall 
be non-voting members 

b. Each member of the BOD 
shall be entitled to one vote. 
The Vice-President may 
vote only to break tie votes 


Proxy votes shall not be 
allowed. 
c. A simple majority of the 


voting members of the BOD 
shall constitute a quorum 
for conducting business, un 
less otherwise specified. 

d. The BOD shall meet at least 
once every two weeks dur- 
ing the academic year at a 
regular and publicly an- 
nounced time and place, 
subject to College policy. 
Special meetings may be 
called by the Chairman or 
by a petition signed by a 
simple majority of the mem- 
bership of the BOD. All 
meetings of the BOD shall 


be open to all members of 


the ASSSC. 
e The BOD may create what- 
ever committees mM deems 


necessary for the purpose of 
studying or formulating pro- 
posed legislation and of in- 
vestigating activities and 
questions within the inter 
est of the ASSSC 

f. Within limits established by 
these By-laws, the BOD 
may create and fill such of- 
fices and make such rules 
as it deems necessary to its 


operation 
Section 3. In the event that 
Sacramento State College shall 
add or subtract academic divi- 


sions subsequent to the passage 
of these By-laws, the BOD shall 
be empowered to make corres 
ponding adjustments in the com 
position of its membership 
Section 4. The BOD shall have 
the following responsibilities 
and powers 
a To adopt statutes establish 
ing and governing the activ- 
ities, enterprises, and under- 
takings of the ASSSC. 


b. To establish, upon the ree- 
ommendation of the Presi- 
dent, executive boards and 
committees. 

¢. To confirm the appointment 
of all appointive members 
of the Executive Council, 
and to confirm the appoint 
ment of the chairman of 
any executive committee 


d To require reports from the 
President, the Student As- 
sociation Manager, and any 
other agency of the ASSSC; 
to investigate, adopt reso- 
lutions, and in general per- 
form ail normal legislative 
functions on matters within 
the interest of the ASSSC. 

e To remove any of its mem- 
bers or any officer of the 
ASSSC according to pro- 
visions set forth in these 
By-laws. To employ and re 
move all employees of the 
ASSSC. 

Section 5. A statute shall be 
any proposal which has been 
enacted into law as provided 
herein and which establishes, 
amends, or clarifies a standing 
policy of the ASSSC. 

a Before a statute may go 

into effect, it must receive 
a favorable vote of two 
thirds of the voting mem- 
bers of the BOD who are 
present and voting. 

b. The signature of the Presi- 
dent of the ASSSC is re 
quired on any statute be- 
fore it may go into effect, 
except as provided herein. 

c. The BOD may override the 
President's veto of a statute 
by a favorable vote of three- 
fourths majority of those 
voting members who are 
present and voting. 

d. Subsequent to the adoption 
of these By-laws, statutes 
shall be adopted which set 


down, within the frame- 
work established by the By- 
laws, procedures for the 


adoption of future statutes 
and policies as defined m

Section 6. Upon presentation 
of a petition signed by ten per 
cent of the voting members of 
the ASSSC to the President of 
the ASSSC, any measure (except 
matters relating to the expendi- 
ture of funds of the ASSSC) 
must be submitted to a vote of 
the members of the association.

ARTICLE V 
(Judicial Authority) 

Section 1. The judicial author- 
ity of the ASSSC shall be vested 
in a Board of Justice. 

Section 2. The Board of Jus 
tice shall have jurisdiction in 
all cases involving questions of 
disagreements as to constitu- 
tionality, legality, jurisdiction, 
or in questions of non-perform- 
ance of constitutional or statu- 
tory mandate, except in cases 
involving impeachment of an 
official of the ASSSC. 

Section 3. The Board of Jus- 
tice shall consist of one Chief 
Justice, four Associate Justices 
and a faculty member (non- 
voting). The student members 
shall be appointed by the Pres- 
ident of the ASSSC subject to 
confirmation by the BOD. 

Section 4. The Board of Jus 
tice shall have the authority to 
impose penalties in cases de- 
scribed in section two hereof in- 
cluding but not limited to the 
following: Money fines for or- 
ganizations, temporary suspen 
sion of individuals from the 
ASSSC, temporary or permanent 
suspension of organizations from 
the ASSSC. 

Section 5. The Board of Jus- 
tice shall meet at the call of 
the Chief Justice. 

Section 6 The Board of Ju 
tice may receive cases from any 
member of the ASSSC, any 
subdivision of the ASSSC gov 
ernment or the Dean of Stu 
dents or his representative 

Section 7. Authority to pros- 
ecute all cases before the Board 
of Justice in which the ASSSC 
is a litigant, except those cases 
which invoive the executive and 
Jegislative branches of the 
ASSSC government as opposing 
litigants, shall be vested in an 
Attorney General. He shall be 
appointed by the President of 
the ASSSC, subject to confirma- 
tion by the BOD. 

Section 8. In cases which in- 
volve the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the ASSSC gov- 
ernment as opposing litigants, 
the opposing parties shall des- 
ignate their attorneys. 

ARTICLE VI 

(Elections, Appointments, 
Qualifications, Tenure of Office, 

and Removal from Office) 

Section 1. At the time of their 
candidacy, candidates for elec- 
tion to office under these By- 
laws shall have the following 
qualifications: 

a. The President and the Vice- 

President shall be full-time 
(12 units or more) students 
at Sacramento State College 
who shal] have completed a 
minimum of 75 semester 
hours of college or univer- 
sity credit; they shall have 
attended and completed at 
least one full semester as a 
student at Sacramento State 
College immediately prior 
to their candidacy, and they 
must have achieved and 
shall maintain through their 
term a minimum 2.50 over- 
all grade point average. 

b. The Treasurer shall be a 
full-time (12 units or more) 
student at Sacramento State 
College who shall have com- 
pleted a minimum of 45 
semester hours of college 
or wniversity eredit; he 
shall have attended and 
completed at jeast 1 full 
semester as a student at 
Sacramento State College 


immediately prior to his 
eandidacy, and he must 
have achieved and shall 
maintain through his term 
at least a 2:50 over-all grade 


a Tne Men Representative

to the Board of Directors 
shall be a full-time male 
student (12 units or more) 
at Sacramento State College

e. The student representatives

f. The student representative 
from the Undeclared Major 
area must be an undeclared 
major, a full-time student 
(12 units or more) at Sacra- 
mento State College and 
must have attended Sacra- 
mento State College at least 
one full semester prior to 
his candidacy, and shall 
have and maintain a 2.0 
grade point average. 

Section 2. Except as otherwise 
provided herein; candidates for 
all appointive student offices 
and all appointed student mem- 
bers of any board, committee or 
other agency of this Association 
must, at the time of their ap- 
pointment and throughout their 
term, be enrolled as students at 
Sacramento State College, and 
they must maintain a 2.00 over- 
all grade point average. 

a Candidates for appointment 
as Justices of the Board of 
Justice and Attorney Gen- 
eral shall possess the same 
qualifications as candidates 
for Treasurer of this asso 
ciation. 

Section 3. Persons who hold 
any elective office of this Asso 
ciation, in addition to Justices 
of the Board of Justice and the 
Attorney General, shall during 
their term be ineligible to hold 
any elected or appointed office 
within the jurisdiction of this 
Association, except that they 
may hold office in honorary 
organizations 

Section 4, Non-student mem- 
bers of any board, commitice, 
or agency of this Association 
shall meet the following quali 
fications: 

a Faculty representatives 
shall be full-time members 
of the teaching faculty and 
shall be recommended by 
the President of this Asso 
ciation and shall be con-

Brother Gives Views on 1 Meisenbach Trial

“The methods of the House 
Un-American § Activities Com- 
mittee are undemocratic,” states 


John Meisenbach, a sophomore 
engineering major im his first 
semester at Sacramento State 
College. 

Meisenbach, 24-year-old broth 
er of Bob Meisenbach, the Berk 
eley student arrested at the San 
Francisco hearings last year and 
charged with assault on a police 
officer, was attending the Uni 
versity of Nebraska at the time 
of the demonstration but has 
recently moved to the Sacra- 
mento area. 

He worked for six months a 
a chemistry lab technician a 
Aerojet and seived four yeurs 
mm the navy. 

In discussing the tial, the 
SSC student brought out the 
lack of agreement between the 
prosecution's three witnesses. 
The witnesses were a_ police 
officer who claimed to be 
clubbed, a man on the fourth 
floor of the building and a man 
on the third floor. Each had a 
different story of the event and 
one of them couldn't even iden- 
tify his brother when asked to 
do so in the courtroom. 

Postponed Six Times 

The trial had been postponed 
six times, and was originally 
scheduled for January. Before 
March, the only witness the 
prosecution had was the officer 
who claimed to have been 
elubbed. The other twu came 
forward in March 

Eight other police officers 
present at the hearings stated 
that no one had jumped the bar- 
ricades in the first place, much 
“<= clubbed the officer, he said.

sacramento State College’s new swimming pools will 
be initiated next fall with elasses scheduled from “ a.m. to 


6:30 p.m. five days a week. 


Joseph H. Glander, assistant professor of physical edu- 
cation, reports that courses will be offered in beginning 


swimming, advanced swim- 
ming and senior life-sav- 
ing. A water safety instruc- 
tors’ course and a course 
in theory of aquatics for 
teachers also will be offered. 

An estimated enrollment of 
800 students is expected for 
these courses, all of which will 
be coed. 

Classes are heavily scheduled, 
Giander explained, for the rea 
gon that should inclement 
weather in December and Jan- 
wary prohibit full use of the 
pools, a complete program could 
still be completed during the 
semester. Both pools are out- 
side. 

The 42'x75' pool will vary 
from 3%’ to 5'4' in depth. The 
diving pool measures 30'x60'

Under the present administra- 
tion, the ASSSC has not been 
able to operate as effectively 
and efficiently as possible in 
many fields.

At a fur- 
ther meeting on May 11, one of 
the participants stated he knew 
nothing of the signs or their 
whereabouts. 

4. The two officers of the 
fraternity involved in the violas 
tion admitted knowledge of the 
existence of the pact at the time 
of the violation,

ber of Omega Chi Delta and was 
suspended from ASSSC mem- 
bership and was ordered to pay 
one-fifth of the total due to the 
State of California for repairs.
